The State dealt its first material blow
at Clara Smith Hamon late to-day when
Or, Walter Hardy, sttending physician |
te Hamon, was called. Through Dr.
Hardy's testimony tha dofendant di-
rectly waa accused of firing the shot |
that brought death to the former Re-
publicasn Natfonal Committeeman, oil
man and rallroad bullder.

Dr. Hardy testified that Hamon told
him that Clara Smith shot him, and
pledged the phyelclan not to reveal his
admizslon except in open court

The afternoon session found the de-
fence attorneye MAghting almost every
foot of legal ground galned by the State.

Through William McLean objections re- |

peatedly wera made to questions put by
State's attorneys and testimony glven
in answer.

On cross examination of Dr. Hardy |
the defence scored & number of times
and In & degree weakened the testimony
glven by the witness, The phyaician's |
statement that Hamon told him Clarn
Smith shot him, howaver, was not al-
tered by cross-examination.

Self-Defence Indicated.

In the course of the cross-exaiinmn-
tion the defence bore out the generally
accepted bellef that the defendant will
rely almost totally on a scif-defence
plea,

“Ha told me that he was shot and
that Clara did 1t," testified Dr. Hardy
In relating the emtrance and subsequent
statement of Hamon In the Hardy Bani-
tarfum, to which the wounded man
walked after recelving his mortal
wounrl.

*When he entered the hallway I
looked at him and reallzed something
was wrong and I asked him what was
the matter. He put hils arms around
me and kiszed me on the chesk and
told me be woa shot” said the physl-
clan.

Clothing worn by Hamon waa identi-
flad b Dr. Hardy. The defence charged
that the State’s only purpose In intro-
ducing the wenring apparel was to
profjudies the jury.
